17 R o M a fcene that had fo painfully 
" ^itated him in London, and fo baf- 
fled hisphiIofophy,Delmont returned with 
cag^rnefs to Ujpwood^ where, in his own 
beloved hermitage, as he often called it, 
Medora, he hoped, waited to receive him 
with thofe fmiles of tendernefs and affec- 
tion that have power to foothe every un- 
eafy feeling, and reftore to the heart the 
fweet fenfations of hope and love^ while 
in the underftanding of her mother, and 
the fteady and ufeful friendlhip of Mr. ' 
Armitage, he tliought himfelf fecure of 
C 2 finding 
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finding counfel and relief againft tliat 
dread of pecuniary diftrefs, he now felt

Medora was indeed ready to meet him

Such a man, I know from his let 
and from your account of him, Deln 
is; on fuch a man I beftow the fee 
bleffing I have on earth ; and aik on! 
return, that I may perfonallybe acqu2 
ed with him, whom, on report, on cc 
fpondence only, I have agreed to en! 
with the happinefs of my life." 

Delmont, who now faw in the uni\ 
only Medora, hefitated not a momen

iromife Mrs. Glenmorris, that the wifl 
rf Glenmorris and her's fhould be his ; 
md that whether in America or in Eu- 
rope, wherever that will fhould direft his 
fteps, his mofl ardent wi(h would be to 
confult the happinefs of the lovely crea- 
ture they w«re to give him, and to (hew 
how grateful he was for the gift. But 
now as the monveat, when he was to call 
her his, evidently depended on her mo- 
ther, Delmont made the moftearneftand 
ardent fupplications that it might not be 
procraftinatedJ He found, however, that 
Mrs. Glenmorris, contrary to her ufual 
candid and unreferved manner, declined 
affigning any reafon for the delay which 
(he told him he muft fubmit to. Her 
delicacy alone was the caufe of this re- 
lu&ant concealment. The truth was,,

and- particularly^ fweet voice,. and fang, 
moft correftly by car, but hardly knewa 
note of the gamut — flie had never learned 
to dance — there were no dancing mafters. 
eftabliflied in America ; but Medora, when 
divefted of a little of ihsit gaucAeriey which 
diffidence gave, , and . which lent her as 
C. 6 many 
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many channs as it deprived her of, was 
all grace and eafe ; her form was perfcft, 
and every air and attitude, when unre- 
ftrained by a certain degree of retiring 
Ihyncfs, was exaftly what art would have 
taught her, could art teach how to be 
truly lovely. With fuch an ear for mu- 
iick, and a form fo finely proportioned, 
her dancing wild and without rule, was 
like what fancy would give to the fabled, 
nymphs of the woods ^ with other arts-^ 
however, (he was more fcientifically ac — 
quainted; (he wrote remarkably well-— ^ 
her ftyle though fimple was elegant, ancS^ 
her orthography faultlefs. Having learn- 
ed to lifp her firft accents in Switzerland^ 
the French was in fome degree her native 
tongue 'y and the fervant who had brought 
her up, and had attended Glenmorris 
and his wife to America, being of that 
tountry, and ftill remaining with them -, 
the French language as being moft familiar 
to the whole houfe, was that in which their 
domeftic converfations were always car- 
ried on*— There were few Englifhmen fo 

well 
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well acquainted with the Italian as 
Glenmorris, and he had taken greftt 
pains to teach it to Medora; while her 
mother^ who was pai&onately fond of 
plants, had inftruded her in defcribing 
them with the pendl, and (he had profit^ 
ted To much, efpecially fince they had re-^ 
fided in England, that (be rivalled not 
only her mother, but fome of the firft ar* 
tifts in that branch oi natural hiflory. 
But fomething better than all this, was 
the good fenfe which every look and ac*» 
ticHi of Medora exprefied. 

An ingenious, though fomewhat fanci* 
ful writer has faid, that he could dillin- 
guifli a perfon of good underftanding 
from one who had none, merely by their 
manner of walking; and it is certainly 
true, that fenfe may may be difcovered by 
the air, the look, and the tone of the voice, 
even in aiking or anfwering the frivolous 
queftions of common introdudtion. 

Medora, though yet in early youth, and 
with all that playful vivacity which in 
early youth only is fo very enchanting, 

was 
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was always^ amidfl her half- in£sinti 
gaiety, a pcrfon onwhofe underftandi 
there was no one would hefitate to pi 
nounce.-^Hcr fenfibility was not t 
exotic produftion of thofe forced a 
unnatural defcrlptions of tendernefs, tl 
are exhibited by the imaginary heroine 
impoiSble adventures^; it was the con 
quence of right and genuine feelings.- 
She loved^ ihe adored her mother, ai 
fondly fancied' there was in the w<^ld j 
other fuch woman ; nor was ihe lefs s 
feftionately attached to her father 5 wh 
that intuitive fenfe, by which (he knc 
how to put herfelf, in imagination, in t\ 
place of another, and to feel for all wl 
were unhappy, made her aftive in doij 
all the good that her age and fituati< 
admitted. It was impoffible to look 
her face, though it was far from beh 
regularly handfome, without being feni 
ble of fome degree of intereft ; and wh 
ther (he fmiled archly, or her features e: 
prefTed a penfive afFedion, excited I 
fearing her mother was uneafy,. or I 

fon 
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fome ftory of diftrefs, there was always a 
diarminher countenance, not the lefs 
attraftive for being very verfatile. 

Delmont, as he looke(J at her, or liften- 
cd to the artlefs yet juft fentiments ttvt 
uttered, when fhe was; induced to talk to 
him, doubted whetlM more knowledge of 
the worMy and more of that information 
which books are fuppofed to give, would 
not rather tarnifh than heighten the 
beauty of a mind, that now feemed to 
refemble one of thofe lovely fpots, where 
every objed: that enchants the iight, or 
delights the imagination, is aiTembled^ 
but which, if once the hand of art is in- 
troduced, loies that Arcadian^ bloom^ for 
which no improvement in clesuring its wild 
rocks, or calling in more extenfive prof- 
pedts, can compenfate. Medora, though 
(he had read and heard of fuch things, knew 
not how to imagine, that fraud and per- 
fidy, malice and felfiftinefs, were fo thickly 
fown, that the unguarded and innocent 
were every moment liable to fuffer from 
them in the commoneft walks of life.— 

Medora 
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Medoni knew not, and it was impofIi:^| 
for her to underftand, from ^ycor-^^^ 
fpondent feelings in her own breaft, thjMff 
there were people who would detcf?j 
her for being young and lovely — who 
would defpife and fhun her if ihe was 
poorr-and yet calumniate without know- 
ing her, if (he (hould ever be diftinguifh- 
ed either for talents or fortune. She^ 
knew not that there are a race of men,, 
who live oflenfibly and avowedly on con-^ 
tcntion and pecuniary difputfe^-^Othcrs,. 
who exift< on the follies and fears of man- 
kind, which they therefore encourage and< 
perpetuate. — ^That there are perfons, who 
fly from every fubjeft that can give them^ 
trouble, or interrupt their ejHcurean indo- 
lence, even if angels were in queftion;^ 
and that there are figures, born of wo- 
xncn, and calling themfelves men, who 
have no feeling but for themfelves*— and i 
can hear the wretched execrate their fate,, 
and fee the bitter tears of defpair, without 
one fenfation of humanity.— To learn all 
this was a iad leflfon, and Delmont, who 

hoped 
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sd to fold this lovely girl to his hearty 
(helter her from every evil of life^ 
etimes enquired of himfelf why he 
lid pollute her mind by defcribing the 
ifters "of the great Babel," where 
might never be -, then, as if he had 
ien how different was to be her ^te^ 
i that he had fondly projected, he 
ight that occafions might arife, ia- 
:h perfedt ignorance of the ways of 
ivorld would occafion a feeblenefs of 
t, and a want of that feminine forti- 
fy which, in many inflances, is not the 
: unneceffary quality in the mind of 
^man. 

heir reading then, bcfides poetry, of 
:h the whde party was paffionately 
, was extended to hiftory, and to fuch 
jres of human life as authors repre- 
J but Medora, who liked very few of 
1, continually contrived to exchange 
ftudy of the morning, for fome of 
2 travels, where dcfcriptions of fee- 
are exchanged only for accounts 
le fimplc lives of the natives ; or for 

fuch 
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fuch books as defcribe the great pheno- 
mena of nature, and fpeak rather of the 
works of God, than of thofe by whom his 
faireft works are too often disfigured. 

Engaged as they were every hour in 
fome ftudy or purfuit, equally agreeable 
to them all, the days palTed away but 
too rapidly, and when Delmont had been 
returned above a month, it feemed as if he 
liad hardly been a week reftored to the 
manner of life he fo much loved. — From'' 
the delicious vifions of its continuance 
after his marriage, and return from Aipe»- 
rica, with even an encreafe of felieky, he 
was fuddenly roufed by two letters. 

One was ffoni the man of law, who 
had procured him on his perfonal fecurity, 
jointly with his brother, a part of the 
money Adolphus Delmont had borrowed ; 
the other was from another perfon of the 
fame profeffion, who informed him, that 
as to that fum for which he had agreed 
to engage Upwood as a fecurity, and 
which was to be replaced with the lega*- 
cies left by Ijord Caftledane^ and to be.

has ftrewn with rofe-buds of delight/* 

And thus it is with thofe who are 
fondly attached to mufic * or to defign ;

difquiets. There -^et, undoubtedly, for- 
rows which neither thefe nor any other 
occupations can mitigate, which diilradl 
the liead and unnerve the hand, while 
every objedt appears hateful, and moft fo 
thofe that Were in happier times the mqft 
delightful : but for a young perfon, yet un-< 
crijUhed<byheavieraffli<5l:ions,and for a tran- 
fient vexation, there is nothipg more de- 
iirable than to urge the mind to one of thefe 
occupations. What can more forcibly

fied with, his letters, becaufe they ex- 
pfeffed his ardent and even increafing 
afFedion for her ; but Mrs. Glehmorris. 
t thought flie perceived a great deal of 
f effort to hide his uneafinefs, and while 

(he merely mentioned that the bufinefs 
Was cruelly fpun out by the people he' 
Was concerned with, flie perceived that, 
impatient as he had reafoa to be at fri- 
volous and vexatious delays, there was 
^et fome pain yet more ferious, though 
lie endeavoured, with his ufual pretence 
-to philpfophy, to pafs flightly over it. 

Among other proofs of this, was his 
continual charges to Medora to purfue 
ier drawing — He fent her down a new 
fet of colours, fome fine papers, and 
-every ufeful article, and added a petition, 
that he might find on his return his fa- 
vourite plants, which he was thu3 de- 
prived of feeing in bloom, del'cribed by 
her penciL 

Mrs. Gl^nmorris, though left able even 
than he was to diveft herfelf of her par- 
ticular: anxiety, that now increafed but 
D ^ too 
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too rapidly, was willing to difguife hi 
folicitude, and in a fort of half playfiij 
half melancholy difpofition, anfwercd thj 
requeft, by the defcribing the prematuf 
approach of Autumn in the following "

tlireatencd 
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threatened to deprive liim (if their caufes 
could not be removed) of the indepen- 
dence he had fo anxioufly cherilhed, 
and fo fondly flattered himfelf with en- 
joying. 

It would be painful to follow him to 
the chambers of Mr. Solicitor Cancer, of 
^ Gray's Inn, and from thence to thofe of

T> EL MONT had been a fortmght ab- 
•*^ fent, and Mrs. Glenmoras perceived 
from the ftyle of his letters, that thou^ 
he forbore to fay fo, his perplexities in- 
creafed, and that there was but little pro- 
babihty of his immediately gettingthroiigh 
tl^em ; yet with the flight mention which 
:he thought neceflary to make of bufinefs, 
he mingled fo much of literary anecdote 
and fenfible remark, that (he hoped the 
affairs ftill detaining him were not likely 
to have any very ufipleafant confc^ 
quences. Though poffieffing herfelf an 
unufual (hare of fortitude, (he did not 
imagine fo young a man as Delmont, 
wijth acute feelings and warm paflSons,

could fo cafily call oiFhis mind from anf 
very cipbarraffing cirqumftanees, and ap- 
ply it With fo much gaiety to raatters of 
amufement. . But ^l the worth of Bel- 
mont Mrs. Glenmonris could not yet 
know, not hOw greatly his conftaftt habit 
of refleftii^ on the real value of every 
dbjeft had given J^ reafon the ^fcend- 
ency overall thofe inferior motives whkh 
Agitata the gr^tt^j^ri^f ftiA^kiild.

Of all this he was foon to become per- 
feftly confcious ; for he fuddenly received 
information, that his brother. Major Del- 
mont, whc^e departure for Ireland was 
already fiiffici^ntly embarraffing, had fo 
entangled bUnfelf there,, and had contriv- 
ed to coUeft^ fo many difagreeable xir- 
euniftances together, that nothihg could 
cither extricate ^/w, or relieve George 
himfelf from the eonfcquehccs x)f the eft> 
gagements-he had entered into, but his 
knmiedktely going to Ireland himfelf. ' 
' Once convinced of this, George Del*-

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<liftancc that was to divide them without 
extreme pain. Her mother was unwil- ^ 
ling to encourage any of that languor of 
ipirit, which avails nothing, and of which 
the indulgence in early life is very likely to 
enervate the mind^ and to render women 
helplefs and bi^rthenfome on occafions 
where to exert refolution may be their 
duty; (he therefore fometimes gravely 
reafoned with her daughter, reprefentjng 
that Delmont had certainly^ gone to Ire- 
land merely to accelerate the time wben 
he might return to them freed from all 
folicitude about thefe unpleafant affairs 
relative to his elder brother; and that 
there was nothing worth being alarmed 
at. At other times (he .applied to ridi* 
cule; and laughing, befought her daughr 
terjiotto figh like a young heroine of 
a novel for the abfence of her fhepherd ; 
but, in faft, the heart of Mrs. Glen-» 
morris was very heavy ; the gaiety (he 
thought it neceflTary to afTume was forced 
merely to prevent Medora's perceiving

Served only to ihcreafe. The events of 
her paft life had taught Mrs. Glenmorris> 
that by calmnefs and fortitude alone,

her knowledge of his generous temper 
and ftraitened cjrcumftances that with- 
held her ; and becaufe fhe alfo knew that

long be concealed from Delmont, Ar- 
'mitage had, in .common with his friend, 
ideas on the fubjeft of money very dif- 
ferent indeed from thofe that influence 
the generality of the world-^— They both 
thought that true friendftiip confided in 
•a mutual communication of the good, 
and a mutual alleviation of the evils of 
life— They were not like thofe who pro- 
'fefs unbounded regard, yet (hrink from 
any man, whatever may be hh merit or 
' their pretended affeAion for him, th^ mo- 
ment there appears any danger of his 
wanting pecuniary afliftance; and Mrs. 
Glenmorris, well aware of this fingularity 
of charafter, could not determine, fituated 
as (he was now, to reveal her difficulties 
to either of her friends; yet fhe doubted 

whether 
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whether it was not falfe pride, and wHe^' 
ther it would not fubjed: her to their 
blame, fliould it at any time be known. 

Now, however, fince Delmont was 
gone, her fcruples would have been partly^ 
removed.— While Armitage was at AQi- 
leycombe, he had always aflifted her in 
fettling with Mr. Petrify, and even in 
lefler concerns; and had he now been there, 
and from thence vifited her as he ufed to 
do^ flie could hardly have hidden from 
him the diftrefs that preyed on her mind^ 
ihe had therefore determined to write 
to him ; yet as the firft fleet of American 
tnerchant fhips were foon expefted, and 
(he thought it certain (he fliould hear 
from Glenmorris, flie delayed from one 
day to another to begin a letter, which 
it was very unpleafant to her to write 
at all. 

In the mean time Delmont waited 
fome days at Milford Haven'for a wind 
to convey him to Ireland. — The delay 
might perhaps render this journey, fo re^ 
Uidantly taken, abortive ; and he thought 

with 
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with hieavinefs and uneafiMls of a long 
feparation from all he loved, while tlie 
bufinefs he was thus compelled to engage 
in included every fort of aflbciatipn that 
he mod hated. 

The tedious interval of waiting for * 
wind he amufed by writing to Mrs. Glea* 
morris and M^edora an account of his 
journey through Wales*— ^-The country 
was now in its richeft fummer luxuriance j 
but the wild and magnificent features of 
nature; the mountains and cataraj(Ss> 
which on a foitner tour had fo much ex- 
cited his admiration, he paffed by, if 
not with indifference, at leaft with very 
different fenfations from thofe with wliich 
he had formerly furveyed them> 

Some of thefe variable fenfations be 
defcribed to Mrs. Glenmorris, in a lettdT 
which he wrote to her from the fea- 
port. 

"You can. imagine/* faid he, " no-

at this momqntw-r-I now enjoy nothing 

AS I did five years fence, when I pafled 

I two 
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vo months in wandering over Wales—* 
rid yet I am in perfe6t health — lam un- 
gttered by the reftraints Which at that 
)eriod of my life it was fit I Aould fiib- 
nit to y and I know that in a few weeks 
[ fhall return to you and Medora, in a 
Few montlis belong to yoij, and that the 
refl: of my Ijfe will be dedicated to her.— ^ 
There is foinething very childifh, and cer- 
tainly very unphilofophical, in this fooliOi 
depreffion of fpirit, and in quarrelling with 
the vvind, which pertinacioufly infifts on 
blowing a fteady gale exaclly from the 
quarter which makes it impoflible for 
me to put to fea. — I was not, however, 
at all more reafonable during my journey 
—Every beautiful fcene made me regret 
that I was a]one— I wanted you and our 
lovely little paintrefs to (hare with me, 
or rather to create for me, the pleafure I 
novfr could not tind without you, 

" The laft day of my journey, I fent 
my fervant on before in the chaife, and 
hoped to fatigue myfelf by walking the 
eight miles that^ remained to the next 

ftage i 
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(lage; for fince I have left Upwood I 
have acquired a fo6lifli cuflom of fetting 
up half the nrglit, yet without being able 
to lleep the reft of it — I left the road 
and followed, on a green hill that rofe on 
one fide, a path made by the fheep and 
their (hepherd, which, ftill mounting, 
brought me among other hilk, till I 
came at once to a point where this moun- 
tainous tra<9: finks fuddenly into a nar-' 
row valley, bounded by precipices of 
greater height — a valle/ which Nature 
feems to have cleft on p\irpofe to make 
way for a wide and (hallow but ndify 
ftream, clear as the pureft cryftal that: 
burfb from the cavernid • bofom of 
an immenfe crag, quite unlike the tiirf 
clad downs I had been paffing, and daflies' 
away over fragments of ftone, till by the* 
intervention of other high grotinds if is 
loft to the eye — its bank^ are green and' 
fmiling; copfes creep half wa^ up the 
hills, and tufts of oak and a{h afpire above . 
the hedge-rows that part theemeraH mea-' 
dows on either fide.'-^'The evening was 

beautiftJ 
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beautiful, and the laft rays of the fun, 
before the hills (hut them out, fell on a 
little thatched cottage ilnmcdiately under 
the path I was in, fo that I looked down 
upon it with its bayftack, hop-ground and 
orchard, all in miniature* — I ikctchcd it 
for Medora, and the anticipation of the 
delight I fliall have in fitting by her 
while (he completes the compofition, wag 
the only pkafurahle idea I had felt in the 
courfc of the day.

his brother, fought every occafion of con- 
teft; this intrepidity of infolence George 
bore with apparent indjfFerence, but it 
infenfibly weaned him from his attach- 
ment fo Adolphus, and only that llrift 
integrity which prefcribed to him to ad- 
here to his engagements, however ungene- 
roufly he had been drawn into them, and 
however injurious they might prove to 
himfelf, could have induced him to con- 
tinue fo patiently to arrange the bufinefs

" To die,** anfwered the unhappy mo- 
ther of Medora; whofe fenfes again be- 
gan to wander — " on this earth I have 
no bufinefs, if my daughter is taken from

" There !** cried the pitylefs Mrs. 
Grinfted; ** that is another (hocking proof 
of your erroneous principles. What !— 
becaufe confequences have followed the 
refiilt of your own mifconduft, which 
there was fo much reafon to expedt, you 
would rufti uncalled into the prefence of 
an irritated jarnd vengeful Deity, inftead* 
oh 1 unhappy infatuation, in(leadx>f hum- 
bling yourfelf in the duft, before the an- 
gry Onmipotent, and owning, with tears 
of contritioni and a cha^lifed fpirit, that 
I 5 you 
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you have deferved the punilhment in- 
flifted upon you, and deprecate the wrath 
to comei fo may yotir forrows in this 
world fuffice, and you may hot be ac- 
cotinted among thofe, who, following the 
l^ew modes, have verily ^* facrifked their 
fons and theip dai^hters unto devife"— 
•Befides — has it efcaped your recoHeftibn> 
have you forgotten, that you are for- 
bidden to fix your heart and mind on 
any fublunary creature — you arc not to 
love any thing over much — but to con- 
fider yourfelf as a fojourner here on earthy 
and get the maftery over all paffions, and 
aii^dtions, and inclinations. I am in 
good hope this untoward circumftance, 
may bring ydu to a due fenfe of your 
pafl. indecorous errors, which will contri- 
bute tH3 your falvation hereafter ; but give 
me permiflion to repeat my queftion,— 
ifihBt dx> you intend to do at prefect ?"^ 

The heart-broken fufferer, iwi$ierftood 
no inore of thefe barbadpous reproaches 
than that tte&f were Hieant to. a^ravata 
her forrowsi and that the perfon to whoni 

flic 
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ihe had addrefTed kerfelf with a yague 
hope of beii^ affifted in the ieaich after 
her child, endeavoured to perfuade her 
ihe deferred l^he dreadful misfortune of 
having loft her. Mrs. Glenmorris was 
by this time totally incapable of an- 
fwering j (he was incapable of forming 
any refok^ion, except that flie would 
llften no longer to the inhuman woman^ 
who, abufing the name of religion, could 
thus pour corrofive poifon on the dread*- 
£4 wounds of her hearty bkeding for the 
]a& of an only child. 

Jf inftdnces did not daily occur, of the 
\d6 made by hypocrites of the cloak of 
piety, to gratify with impunitjr the mofi: 
odious paflions of die human heart, it 
vrould be alQioft incredible that any crear 
toce, in the form of a woman, could de^ 
l%bt! to irritate the smguiOi of a mother 
^wieeping over misfortune that might be 
^ven worfe than d€»atih ; but, befide& that 
tlie heart of Mrs^* Gqrinfted was naturally 
mdignant, and lie^ temper ^felfifh and

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bad acquired) which had taught her that 
the high-born and affluent only were worth 
her confideFation^or worthy to be ranked 
in the fame clafs of beings, (he had never 
forgotten that when Glenmonis was a 
young man, frequenting the houfe of 
Lady Mary, where Ihe was bccaiionally 
an inmate, (he had vainly endeavoured 
to attradt his notice, and that he never 
(hewed either attention to her perfon, 
though (he was then thought young, 
(being not much turned of thirty) nor 
the leaft deference to her opinions, though 
every body elfe allowed her to be ** a 
remarkably fenfihle wonuui/' She (till 
bore in mind, that be and Laura wire 
once overheard to tum into ri<ticule her 
iuppofed attempts to engage the heart 
of Mn Vanhugheynbouig, one of Mr.

(he fsud that flie believed Medora had 
eloped with fome young fellow, (he for 
once dechM^ what (he at that moment 
believed to be true, Jhough, like Mrs. 
Crewkheme, (he held it to be perfedUy 
ju(tifiable to alter, change, or falfify any 
thing,.if the exifting circufnftances required 
it-^a fophiftry, in which (he was counte- 
nanced by fome of the greateft and moft 
fuccefsful orators and ftatefmen of the 
prefent enlightened period. 
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No— rather I abjure all roofs, and chufe 
To wage again ft the enmity of the air. 
To be a conrade with the wolf and dwU 

"ni »EN Mrs. Grii:ifted had undertaken 
^^ to affift, in what Ihe o^ted the 
** f)iou3 combi$iaAk)a of jwftifinbte dieoep* 
tkuis," that were to put IMj Mary d« 
Verdon at eafe ; and \¥fceio (be theicfoi^ 
engaged not to lofe figbt o£ Miis, Gks^ 
Biorm, and to accomnn^at^ her wHh ^ 
fmall fum of money, at okw toiCQiKy^ioc^ 
her of friendly intentions, and acquire 
fome power over her; Mrs. Grinfted by no 
means intended to embarrafs herfelf far- 
ther, and certainly not to receive her 
into her houfe for any time. She hated 
to be put out of her way j and when flie 
had fatiated her malignity, by iharpening 
and ftriking deeper the empoifoned arrow 
which lacerated the bofom of her wretch- 
ed 



ed guefty (he (bmnk Iroin the fear ot- 
having ficknefs and fopFow nemr her. Mrs. 
Griafted had {bmetimes little elegant 
aflemblies of literary ladies at her houfe ; 
where, if any male creature was admit ted,^ 
it was an author of fatire on the opinions 
of reformers, or the preacher of a court 
fermon, printed ^^ by particular defire/* 
This party fomeftimes begun iadifcuffiont 
ei poetry and p^itics, but ended aknoft 
always in rubbers and pools. The fcir 
ence of cards being, notwithflanding any 
a£re<%ation of more eteval:^ purfuits^ the 
true alma mater of this refpedable com* 
Hiunity. Her teiiderncfs for a fick friend^ 
would indeed have been alttioft as good 
a fubjeft of panegyric to Mrs. Grinfted, 
as was her liberal contribution to all pub« 
lie charities^ whei^ the names of ful>^ 
icribers are raftered; but when ohca 
it were known^ that this inmaie was 
the dilbbedicint dau^ter of Lady MsLtf^ 
ti^ wife of Glenmorris, vAia had been 
Vkiach talked of as a political writer of 
tepublicaA princ^pfes^ and the avowed 

friend 
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fiiend <»f Armitage^ a man ilill more ob« 
noxious — ^and when it was known, that 
ftie was fuppofed to be made over by 
her profligate hufband to this wicked ] 
Armitage, and that her daughter, who 
was trying to deprive fweet, dear, lovely 
Mary Cardonnel of half her fortune, had 
been fo ill educated, that (he had already 
eloped^ from her mother ahd was gone 
oflf, none knew with^hom — when all 
this was known, it was impoffible that 
either Mrs. Gfinfled's long acqusuntance 
with her family, or h^r compaflion for 
a ftray (heep, or indeed any other confi- 
deration, (hould be allowed, to qualify 
her reception of this unhappy woman, 
with the name of *^ an amiable weak- 
nefs," Oh ! no, fuch undiftinguifhii^ 
indifcriminate charity, would be faid to 
^ve encouragement to the too much re- 
laxed morality of modern innovators, and 
be derogatory to the dignity of her own 
immaculate reputation. To let Mrs. 
Glenmorris, in her prefent afflidtion, ftay 
in her houfci was therefore for this i^fon 

impoffible. 
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impoffible. But had not the opinion of 
her dear friends been in queftion, there 
were two other reafons fufficient to de- 
termine her not f o do it. One was, that 
flie hated any kind of trouble, and the 
other, that (he had a ftill^eater averfion 
to any kind of expence. 

No fponcr, therefore, was Mrs. Glen- 
morris retired to a room above flairs, 
where (he begged, leave to remain a few 
moments alone, than the lady of the 
houfe, who was always ready to cry out 
with the Pharifee-r-" God, I thank theo 
that I am not as others are,'' began to 
murmur at Mrs. Battins, her maid, for 
having invited Mrs. Glenmorris into the 
houfe, and taken in her baggage.

— And 
it is ()erhaps equally true, that no faintlyr 
g^tlewoman has quite, in the opinion 
o^ her own wonaan, fo great a (hare of 
perfe&ion as (lie endeavours to exhibit 
to the reft of the world.

faid the maid, " that Mrs. Glenmorris 
had been your friend,'^ 

" I wifli you would not think for nie"— -* 
rejoined the lady with more afperity than. 
(he generally ufed— " as to friendlhip, 
this is no time to feei much of that , and 
befides it is Lady Mary, the mother 
whom this unfortunate perfon abandoned, 
that is my friend ^ and it was for her fako 
I troubled myfelf about her at all." 

^' Then I (hould think you mid a$» 
iwU interfere for Lady Rfery, who i^^ as 
rich as an old Jew, and goes aboi^ wttb 
Ar^e footmen behind her coach, to have 
fome bowels for her own Uwfu\ daughtert 
s^d not fufibf her t;o be fo lA^happy sg;id 
without money, Tax fur$ (ha fcem^ tq 
me to be a worthy lady ; and ¥0^ fure— ^^ 
•* You are fure!" cried Mrs; GrinAed* 
^nd who gave you authority to be fur^.* 
What I fhe is a worthy lady-^t|h^ is, (ba 
has given you money ,» I foj^fe^ becwfe 
die has fo much. Such folks are always 
generous wb^a ^y will m>i, b* jvft k bats 

I tell 
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I tell you rU not be incommoded, nor I 
cannot. Go to Lady Mary with a note 
I (hall write, and fee if ydu can perfuade 
her that this unhappy daughter of her's 
is a worthy lady. For my part it is an 
unthankful bufinefs, and I'll have nothing 
more to do with it." 

" I hate lady.Mary,'* faid Mrs. Battins, 
fullenly — ^*« and if I muft go to her I 
ihan't be afraid to tell her my mind, I 
allure you— you had much better, ma'am, 
go yourfdf." 

" You are impertinent, methinks,.Mrs. 
Battins." 

•* No, ma'am, Fm true and juft, and 
that^s what I will be as long as I can. 
I won't tell a lie to pleafe the king ; nor 
twenty kings and queens too— and I'm 
free to fay I do think Lady Mary a crofs 
and wicked old woman, and l^t her own 
daughter want a place to put her head 
in, when flie have three or four houfcs, 
and befides rolls in money, and all her 
fervants are always a boafting how well 
th^iive^and feemto tlunk no other peoplo. 

are 
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are worthy for to wipe their flioes.— " He 
that provideth not for tjieir own," faith 
the Scriptures, " is worfe nor an infi- 
del." 

Mrs. Grinfted continued to infift on 
the former undut if ulnefs of Mrs. Glen- 
morris; and declared that what had hap- 
pened looked very like a judgment upon 
her; and the converfation became fo warm, 
that neither miflrefs nor maid were any 
longer guarded either in their tone or 
their terms. 

Mrs. Glenmorris, when alone, had re- 
fledled as well as her overwhelmed and 
diflraAed mind would allow her todo, 
on all ihe recoUeft^d of the difcourfe flic 
h^d heard from Mrs. Grinfted. — ^Another 
night was now approaching — Another 
night ! and Medoia loft — Medora fuffer- 
ingi perhaps, every terror, every indignity, 
and calling m vain on her mother — ^that 
mother who had never, fince her birth, 
been one day abfent from her.

of going again to fpeak to Mrs- Grinfted, 
and name to her the means (he meant 
to purfue, Mrs. Glenmorris now walked 
haftily out o( the houfe, unknowing whi- 
ther flie was going, yet refolute to return 
to it no morie, ■ ^ 

In her pocket flie had two five pound 
notes (the remainder of Mrs. Grinfted's 
loan) and fome filver. The idea of ad- 
vertifing for her daughter returned to 
her mind as foon as it was imprefled no 
longer with the ftridtures of the cruel- 
hearted woman flie had left ; of herfelf 
ftie thought not 5 her whole foul was 
again abfcMrbed in the idea of having been 
deprived of Medora, and in vague and 
half-formed projeds for recovering her. 

That withan hufl)and, who idolized both 
her and her daughter^ with fuch a man as

Thuis forfaken and forlorn, her frame 
finking with weaknefs, and her heart ago* 
nized with pain, (he continued to walk 
along the ftreets towards Charing Crofe, 
where (he had fome recolledion of hav- 
ing feen the office of a news-pap^r.

Imprefled with this notion, the un- 
happy diftra&ed mother flailed away 
from Mrs. Deacon, who would have ta- 
ken her hands, and ran back along the 
ftreet from whence fhe had juft iflued. 
Mrs. Deacon purfued her, but, fat and 
heavy, was likely every moment to lofe

The unhappy fubjcft of tbefe felfifh 
ipprehenfions was once more funk into 
(ilcnce. Exhaufted and breathlcfs, al^ 
rood fenfelefs, (he fuffered them to carry 
her up flairs, where (he was put into bed, 
and Mifs Cardonnel, dire<5ling Mrs. Dca-- 
con to ftay by her, and afluring her flic 
ihould be fatisfied for any trouble (he 
might have, ventured once more to ap- 
proach, and to take her hand, which now 
lay lifelefsly on the quilt. It was very 
feverifh, and communicated an heat like 
that which is felt after touching nettles ; 
her pulfe could not be counted, and Mils 
Cardonnef, alarmed for the life of the un- 
happy ftranger, difpatched her own foot- 
man for the phyfician that attended the 
family.

&om the. apartment of I^y Mary, they 
L 5 imagined 
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imagined (he mi^t remain uiiJieard^ at 
leaft till Mife Cardonnel arrived. 

That amiable girl came back in about 
an hour, and at the fame moment arrived 
-Mrs. Bailey. The latter, with difficulty 
obtained an hearing in vindication of her 
innocence ; the former was ftxocked and 
amazed to underfland, that the poor wan- 
derer (he had been induced to fuccour 
from motives of humanity, was fo neat 
a relation. — She could not liften, without 
ihuddering, to the fevere anathemas which 
Lady Mary uttered— infilling upon it, 
that the whole was a plan artfully con- 
trived, to force her to receive an un- 
grateful and worthlefs woman, whom (he 
never would confider as her child. Mifs 
CardcMinel had often attempted, but in 
Vain, to foften the refentment that, when- 
ever they were named, her grandmother 
cxpreflTed againft the family of Glenmor- 
ris.

WHBK» after a rapid journey » George 
Delmont arrived at Upwood, hU 
difappointment and confternation are not 
to be conceived. 

By a feries of thofe perverfe circuna- 
ftances, which frequently occafions the de^ 
lay of letters between England and Ireland, 
Delmont had never received any of thofe

Delnaoi^, to relieve poor Su&nne from 
any fiich difagreeable rencontres for the 
future, told her (he (hould remove to 
UpWood till her lady*s return; a pro* 
pcrfal the poor woman joyfully accepted, 
and the fame evening Dclmont fcnt one 
of his ihen to attend her, in a convenient 
cart, with Medora's moveable garden,

which Sufan^e declared (he could not 
leave to the chance of their being taken 
care of by the farmer's maid. 

Her arrival dicj not ferve to appeafe 
the reftlefe anxiety of Delmont. He

It had been the bufinefs of Delmont'5 
life to acquire that firmnefs of mind 
which can alone render a man fatisfied 
with himfelf, or refpefted by others. This 
he knew was to be obtained only by fhak- 
ing oflF his prejudices, and fubduing his 

feelings 
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feelings — By determining never to be 
mifled by the paffions of others, or hur- 
ried inta dangerous purfuits by the ar- 
dour of his own ; but in the prefent in- 
dance all his philofophy was ufelefs.

&iled under the pieflure of human mi- 
fcry * 5 and the fortitude of a philofo- 
phcr of twenty-three might well dcfert 
him, when evils were felt that had fubdued 
the ftoicifm of the moft illuftrious cha- 
rafters.

Her mother, 
he knew, was as attentive as tender. Over
